1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The amendments of November 25, 2008 have corrected all of the informalities 
cited in the previous Office Action mailed August 25, 2008 and overcome the rejections 
under 35 USC 112. As correctly shown the applicants' Remarks, the hydrogen 
variations in the Thorman's working example pairs cited in the previous Office Action 
are 7.5% or larger; therefore, Thorman's working examples pairs do not anticipate the 
instant claims and the rejections under 35 USC 102(e) are now withdrawn. The instant 
claims are now in the condition for allowance.
